Oswald Richard Sersey, 44- 
year-old Negro of Bakersfield, 
was held in the local jail for 
two days on a charge by the 
Sheriff's department of vag-. 
rancy in the Cucamonga district. 
The defendant was transferred 
to county jail Tuesday to serve 
a 30 day sentence. 

When he checked into ther 
local jail, among his personal 
possessions deposited with Sgt. 
Fred C. Strohte was the hand 
made banjo. Chief Ralph H. 
Palmer said the banjo was well 
constructed, and could be tuned, 
despite its hand construction 
from orange crate wood. He 
said the bass strings were made 
of piano wire wrapped with 
small copper wire. Other strings 
on the unique instrument were 
of other fine wire. Chief. Pal- 
mer said it. appeared a knife 
had been used in cutting the 
wood for the banjo, and a rock 
used for hammering. — -

Two men, who have gained prominence 
n the area, Upland Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet 
ond Ray W. Ferguson of Ontario, are the prin- 
ipal contenders with Wendell V. Harris, Fon- 
ana and John J. Leary, San Bernardino, also 
andidates. 

Mayor Nisbet is a Democrat and Mr. Fer- 
iguson a Republican, and the party label makes 
la difference only to the very partisan voter. 
Mr. Harris is a Republican and Mr. Leary is a 
staunch democrat. 

While this is a Republican community, all 
Republicans will not vote the ‘ticket’, but se- 
lect the “man."’ That being the case, the cur- 
rent race for assemblyman is wide. open, and 
the voters will decide largely on the basis of 
ability, rather than on political affiliation. 

Mayor Nisbet is popular here in his own 
community and is widely known in the Chaf- 
fey district due to his long-time residence. 
here and due to his 12-year leadership of the 
local municipal government. He is a grad- 
uate of Chaffey high school, a former Stan- 
ford university student, citrus grower, a stu- 
dent of governmental problems and well vers- 
ed in legislative procedures. An able speak- 
er, Mr. Nisbet is regarded as one of the finest 
presiding officers the Upland city government 
has ever had. 

All of which adds up to the fact that Mayor 
Nisbet is a very good candidate for advance- 
men! in governmental responsibility. 

Many people will question his conservative 
attitude relative to community development 
and his firm insistence on the observance of 
the highest standards in city planning and 
building. On the other hand, there is strong 
merit in a conservative program in handling 
public problems. There are, it seems, plenty 
of “liberals” in managing public funds and 
in administration of our political affairs. 

As to Mr. Ferguson, he has made a very 
fast climb into the political picture. This may 
be due to people recognizing qualities of out- 
standing leadership. It is very evident he 
makes his presence felt. His beaming per- 
sonality, his confident manner and positive 
action have won him many followers. Mr. 
Ferguson is the leader of the younger group of 
Republicans in the Chaffey district and he has 


gained a position in the state-wide organiza- ; 


tion of the group. 


Younger than his chief adversary, Mr. Fer-| 


guson has not enjoyed the business and lead- 
ership experience of Mr. Nisbet. All in all, he 
has capabilities that are outstanding and he 
deserves consideration by voters of the district. 

By nature, we are not inclined to emphat- 
ically “tell people how to vote. Rather, we 
seek to fairly present the qualities of the major 


candidates and to recognize the abilities of 
the voters in deciding whom should be their 


governmental representatives. 


We are frequently asked about candidates,

Several important contests are scheduled 
in June for heads of the county departments. 
One of the most important is that of county 
assessor. 

Incumbent Max Cranmer, head of the de- 
partment for many years, has served during 
the period of tremendous growth in population 
and tremendous changes in property valua- 
tions. .This era of change continues. The as- 
sessor’s position will be more important than 
ever. 

Personally, Mr. Cranmer is very likeable 
and he is among the best vote-getters in the 
courthouse. 

As head of the grand jury committee study- 
ing the ‘assessor's office last year, it was our 
Privilege to become acquainted with Mr. Cran- 
mer and some of his staff, and the operation 
of the department. 

Based. on what we learned and observed, 
we cannot recommend his reelection. 

His opponent is Melvin L. Pierson of Col- 
ton. A “young man, Mr. Pierson has the big 
disadvantage of being unknown. His ability, 
however, merits favorable consideration. He 
1s a@ member of the Colton planning commis- 
sion and “planning director” for that city. His 
business is that of a property appraiser and 
realtor. He knows accounting procedures and 
office management. 

We are certain he would give a fresh, mod- 
ern and efficient approach, looking to a more 
thorough administration of this expanding de- 
partment. Mr. Pierson is making a thorough 
study of ways and means of improving the 
management of the personnel, better coordin- 
ating the work of the many deputy assessors 
throughout the county and of an economical 
administration, 

While Mr, Pierson has had no job equal to 
that of county assessor, we are certain a 
change is needed, and we are confident the 


new candidate would justify the confidence 
placed in him,

An "A.A." Member Speaks 


“Unlike many others I did not take my first 
drink until I was 31 years of age,” an Upland 
resident told us the other day. He was busy 


at his present job but for the moment his mind | 


turned back and reviewed one of those horri- 
ble experiences of an alcoholic. 

Alcoholics Anonymous was the agency 
that resulted in his revolution from a drunkard 
back to a constructive role in the community. 

“I was born and reared in a New England 
city,” he continued as he willingly unfolded 
his story. We knew of his very fine work to- 
day and of his many activities in trying to 
help other drunkards. “I was just the average 
boy with all the ambitions and hopes of all 
kids. After school I wanted to become a suc- 
cess in my chosen field and I was on the road 
to fulfill that desire until I took my first drink. 

“For a few short months I was a social or 
controlled drinker and my drinking did not 
give me any trouble.” He paused in his work 
and talked with his foreman. He was in a 
busy plant and there was much activity about. 
“That controlled drinking soon became com- 
pulsive drinking, and that is when my life be- 
came unmanageable. 

“One doesn’t become an alcoholic over- 
night, so I did acquire a home, a wife and son. 
Also, I was respected in my home town where 
I conducted a small business, was secretary 
of the chamber of commerce and active in civic 
affairs. 

“But my continual drinking soon became 
known to my business associates and friends 
soon began to avoid me. My finances and 
credit were soon exhausted. It soon came to 
the point where liquor was necessary to me 
every day. I would lie, cheat and steal to get 
money for liquor. 

“Finally, not being able. to face my credit- 
ors, friends or family, I stole money and dis- 
appeared. As soon as my stolen funds were 
gone I hit ‘skid row.’ The next 12 years I 
spent in flop houses, missions, jungles and 
skid rows all over the United States. I have 
a police record in eight states. In addition I 
have served two sentences on the Georgia 
chain gangs, all caused by drinking and va- 
grancy. 

“In a psychopathic ward of a midwestern 


city hospital a doctor gave me the choice of | 


one year in the state insane usylum. or my in- 
vestigation of Alcoholics Anonymous. 

“On January 20. 1947. I attended an A. A. 
meeting and listened to the experiences of 
other men afflicted with my disease. 

“They told me that alcoholism was not a 
sin but a disease. They did not ask me to 
sign any pledge or accept any religion. They 
told me that I could enjoy the sobriety that 
they had known since joining A.A. The only 
requirement I needed to become a member 
of A.A. was a sincere desire to stop drinking. 

“I continued to attend A.A. meetings and 
now I have more than seven years of uninter- 
rupted sobriety.” 

The local person who spoke so freely of his 
past and of what A.A. has done for him, urged 
other interested local people to contact the 
Ontario-Upland A.A. organization.
